
The year t Oft) was a year of 
progress lor St. Andrew's Kpis- 
tnpal Church, the liev. Hugh 
H. Percy told members of the 
parish at tho annual meeting 
o[ the church held in the par­ 
ish hall.

Dividing his annual report 
into three parts, the Rev. Mr. 
Percy gave an accounting of 
the stewardship of the parish, 
reports on the impact of the 
church on the community, and 
told of the spiritual health of 
i IIP congregation.

He was particularly pleased, 
ho told those at the meeting, 
with the contributions to the 
parish by the Unified Group.

"THEY HAVE contributed 
materially to the church's wel 
fare and have become increas­ 
ingly aware that all projects 
and undertakings are done to 
enhance Christ's Kingdom ant 
St. Andrew's role in that task."

Speaking on the church's 
role in the community, the 
Rev. Mr. Percy reported that 
more than 810,000 had been al­ 
located by the church and iU 
organizations for programs out­ 
side the parish during 1963.

REPORTS delivered by rep­ 
resentatives of church organ­ 
ization! referred to the many 
programs which had accounted 
for the outreach   ranging 
from the Episcopal Church's 
worldwide mission programs 
10 the shipment of clothing to 
I'tah Indian families.

Reporting on the spiritual 
health of the parish, Father 
Percy expressed a "deep satis­ 
faction" in the work of the 
parish. He reported, as one of 
the guidelines, that 77 candi­ 
dates had been confirmed dur­ 
ing 1963 and that St. Andrew's 
stood third In the Diocese of 
las Angeles in the number of 
confirmations during the past 
five year.

Richard A. Sulllvant. M.D. 
wu named senior warden of 
the church during the annual 
business meeting. Dr. Sulli- 
vant. who had completed a 
three-year term on the vestry 
last year, was returned to a 
three-year term by a vote of 
the congregation.
